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SLAUGHTER IN 
OSWIECIM 


Shocking Report by 
US. Board 


The United States War Refugee Board has pub- 
hished a 62-page report, based on cye-witness accounts, 
of brutality and terrorism in the German extermina- 
tion camps at Auschwitz (Oswiecim) and Birkenau 
in south-western Poland. 

The detailed accounts give the stories of two young 
Slovakian Jews detained at Auschwitz and Birkenau 
for two years and the story of a non-Jewish Polish 
major who was the only survivor‘of one group im- 
prisoned at Auschwitz. 

Aithough the two narratives were prepared in- 
dependently of each other similar details appeared 
in both and the War Refugee Board said it had 
“every reason to believe that these reports present 
a true picture of the [frightful happenings in these 
camps.” 

At the time that the first of the two Slovakian 
Jews arrived at Birkenau in April, 1942, he estimated 
that there were about 15,000 prisoners in the camp, 
with Jews forced to wear Stars of David. 

lhe narrator said three people lived in each cubicle 
and there was never enough space for a man to 
stand upright or enough width to lie stretched out. 

ere was one kitchen for 15,000 persons and the 
food supplied was “34 ounces of turnip soup at 
midday and ten and a half ounces of bad bread in 
the evening.” 

The narrator worked temporarily in'Auschwitz with 
200 other Slovak Jews under such gruesome condi- 
tions that 30 to 35 died each day. The ranks were 
refilled constantly. 

Eventually he was sent there permanently to become 
chief attendant at the “infirmary” there. In this 
“death house,” he said, 150 died daily since there was 
no. attempt at medical care. It was simply a place 
to rid the camp of those physically unable to work.

JEWISH BRIGADE 
GETS READY 


(By a Military Observer) 


Under Toronto-born Brigadier Ernest Frank 
Benjamin, the first all-Jewish combat brigade has 
been formed and is rapidly compicting its pre- 
luminary programme and training; soon mu will be 
ready for actual front-line fighting. 

As an independent infantry brigade group it was 
formed to satisfy the urge of Jews all over the world 
to have a unit of their own in action against their 
most hated enemies—the Nazis and the German 
Army 

Brigadier Benjamin has been a regular soldier for 
25 years and’ has served in various capacities in 
Egypt, England, India, Turkey, Singapore, and 
Madagasea: After seeing their final training he 
feels yustiy proud of his brigade 

Previously fornmted Jewish battalions and opera- 
ting units have been used to form the basis of the 
brigade and retain their officers and men together 


far -as possible 


Hebrew and English Used 


Two of the battalion commanders are English 
non-Jews, whereas the battery commander is an 
English Jew. Al! officers and N.C.O.s must know 
English: and the platoon commanders must be able 
to speak both English and Hebrew. The rest of the 
officers and N.C O.s know enough Hebrew to give 
and understand spoken orders and all are rapidly 
learning more 

About SO per cent of the men have some know- 
ledge of English—most of them learned some 
‘Engitsh im the classes at Sarafand during their 
recruit training-——and consequently is used often. 
Orders are issued in both Hebrew and English 

To fill the complement of men and officers 
transfers are being made from British units of an 
who wish to volunteer ta join the brieade This 
is being done as rapidly as the replacements to keep 
units up to strength can be made. Being the first 
Jewish combat force created and with all the usual 
supporting arms of an infantry brigade group, the 
men and officers are naturally eager to make a name 
for themselves as fighters, in addition to their 
reputation for acquiring army knowledge quickly 
“TI can hardly hoid them down,.so great is their 
enthusiasm,”’ Brigadier Benjamin told me a few days

POLISH CABINET CRISIS 
Premier-Designate’s Choice 


WELL-KNOWN ANTI-SEMITES 
INCLUDED 


[By our Polish Correspondent} 


There is little likelihood that the new Palish 
Government will have the support of the Jewish 
members of the Polish National Couyneil, or, for 
that matter, of Polish Jews anywhd@sic sBoth the 
ificlusions in the new Cabinet, as? as t 
omissions, are such that the Jews will fective them 
with apprehension. 

The new Government has been formed by Mr. 
Tomasz Arciszewski. The Premier-Designate is a 
well-known Socialist leader. To him personally the 
Jews would have good reasons to give support, 
because he is a known friend of the Jews and a 
staunch Democrat. But the members of his Cabinet, 
[tae the Endek Professor Folkterski and Mr. 

rezowski, are known for their reactionary and 
anti-Semitic views. 

The fact that the Peasant Party has refused to be 
represented in the new Cabinet cannot be a matter 
for rejoicing. Neither Mikolajczyk (the ex-Premier) 
nor any other member of the Peasant Party has 
agreed to co-operate with the new Government, 
which will be only a three-party government com- 
posed of Socialists, extreme-right Endeks, and 
Christian Democrats. The two members represent- 
ing the Christian Democrats are personalities of 
minor standing. They have been ordinary members 
of the Polish National Council till now, and one of 
them. Dr. Kozusznik, gained some notoriety before 
the war by the anti-Semitic speeches which he qmade 
in his home town of Cracow. The only Socialist 
members included (in addition to the new Premier) 
are Mr. Kwapinsky and Dr. Adam Pragier. Mr. 
Kwapinsky is a reputable Socialist but has for some 
time been working for co-operation with the Endeks, 
disregarding Jewish feelings in the matter. 

The fact that no Jew has been included in the 
Cabinet is an additional reason why both Jews and 
Democrats may find themselves in a position of 
being unable to render the support which they would 
like to give to the new Premier. In Polish circles it 
is believed that the Cabinet may not be able to work 
for very long, because in its present form it will 
cause dissatisfaction in so many quarters and satis-

NO PALESTINE DEBATE 
“Result of Wise Feeling ” 


CAUSE OF CHANGE IN PLANS 
NOT DISCLOSED

When the House of Commons met foy the opening 
of the new session of Parliament on Wednesday. i 
was apparent that a change in the political atmos- 
phere on the Palestine question had occurred. There 
was no longer any anticipation of a debate. Publi 
ommon, will be remembered. had been led to 
expect that the subject would®*be raised during the 
Debate on the Address in reply io the King . speech 
opening Parhament. This would have been in 
accordance with the answer given by the Prime 
Minister to Earl Winterton on November 16. when 
he was asked if he would afford the House an early 
opportufiity “ to discuss the terrorist outrages in and 
emanating from Palestine and the measures to be 
taken to deal with the situation.” Mr. Churchill 
replied: “| should think a debate on the Addres« 
might furnish a suitable opporiuniiy. 

How the change noted on Wednesday had come 
about was not drsciosed. but members of al! Parties 
had the same information. that there would be no 
debate The writel suggested fo one Member that 
thes must have been the result of negotiations in the 
interval, But the Member replied that it was “ the 
result of wise feeling.” The possibility was recog- 
nised that some M.P. might, on his own responsi- 
bility, venture to: speak on Palestine during: the 
general debate on the Address. But if so, it would 
he an imdividual effort and there would be no con- 
certed debate It was thought to be probable also 
that the request made on November 9 to Mr Fden 
by Lord Winterton to publish a White Paper on the 
terrormm m Palestine, might also be dropped

ago. “ Their one desire is to get in contact with the 
enemy as soon as possibic.” 

Welfare for the men is now well established. Both 
the orthodox and unorthodox are catered for in 
food, religious services, and work, as well as wat 
condrions permit. There are three chaplains 
one t nash. two Palestinian. With Saturday being 
the Jewish Sabbath, Friday evening ts “ play 
night, when shows are given. A Jewish concert party 
has been organised and is proving a success. 

Moral is extremely high. 

“ We sent 1,600 men home on leave a short time 
aga,” the Brigadier informed. me, “ and of them 
only two did not return :-ohe was hospitalised and 
the other missed his train but showed up on the next 
one. We call that a pretty good show and fee! that 
their moral is that high because they have this 
brigade.” * 

The men are extremely good’at picking up train- 
ing and the use of weapons. 

The diversity of nationa] crigins is shown by the 
fact that one battalion has 53 diflerent nationalities 
m it. The commanding officer, who has been a 
regular soldier for many years, is quite proud of 
this unusual group and of how well they work to- 
gcther without friction, each helping the other. 

The standard of intelligente and education is 
unusually high. A doctor of law is the Brigadier’s 
driver: several are qualified pharmacists and 
whysucians : others hold degrees from various famous 
universities and colleges. A corporal in one battalion 
was a battalion commander in the Austrian army 
during the last war; an officer served with the 
Austrian army before Nazidom took over. 

And out of all these soldiers there's not one real 
skinny or under-develeped man; nor do they 
have much illness, The physical level is on a par 
with the 1940 level of the volunteer British soldier. 
Tough training, a rough life, and the opporiunity 
©! choosing only the fit and strong has kept the 
Brigade levél of fitness high. 

Some of the men in the battalions served in 
France with the Pioneer Corps, before the evacua- 
tion of Dunkirk, others soldiered in Crete and 
Greece, where, by the way, many were taken 
Prisoner and later escaped. 

Besides recruiting stations for new volunteers in 
Palestine, there are centres in the United Kingdom 
at Glasgow, Leeds, Manchester, London, and else- 

rere. 

_ We have still a hard job ahead of us,” said 
‘he Brigadier. “ and much to accomplish. Time 
will be needed; but I can quite honestly say for 
My men, officers, and. myself, that I think we've 
done 4 g00d job so far, and with the help and co- 
operation we'vé been given the Jewish Brigade will

Field-Marshal Chetwode on Balfour Declaration 


Fiecld-Marshal Sir Philip Chetwode. one of the 
Vice-Presidenis of the League, said he had had 
the honour, under kord Allenby. to command. the 
20th Army Corps which had taken Jerusalem in the 
last wat He was subsequently in command of* 
the whole of Palestine and the whole of- Syria 
Then came the Balfour Declaration. “tt neve. 
occurred to any of us soldiers,” he said. “ that 
anything else could happen Ihe Balfour Declara- 
tron declared the policy of the British Government. 
and it was exactly what we soldvers« expected re 

When, he said, he went back to Palesiine he saw 
that the Jews had made the desert bloom. They had 
formed a great city on the west coast. They had 
started every sort of industrial enterprise. © They 
had extracted minerals from the Dead Sea. and they 
had done everything possible to make Palestine 
blossom like the rose, something the Arabs. had 
never dreamt of doing: and could’ not have donc. 
even if they had dreamt of it. It was right that the 
people who could do that sort of thing in Palestine 
should be allowed to continue to do such beneficial! 
work. “ We English,” said Field-Marshal’ Chet- 
wode, “ cannot afford to allow Palestine to be in 
the hands of people whom we cannot absolutels 
trust right upto the hilt.” 


Solution of Millennial Problem 


Mr. Louis Golding said that the Jewish Dominion 
seemed to him to promise the millennial solution 
of a millennial problem. That seemed to him clear 
enough as a Jew. It was, therefore. with excitement 
and immense delight that he heard the enthusiastic 
corroboration of Field-Marshal Chetwode It 
made him fee! that where a soldier of such eminence. 
intelligence, and probity led, they should be proud 
to follow. 

Major Charlies Taylor, M.P.; who referred to the 
presence among the guests of the Deputy Speaker 
of the House of Commons, said that the fact that 
the guesis had come along that night proved that 
they had a great deal of friendly feelings towards 
the Dominion suggestion. They must, however. 
in Parliamentary language, be given time to give it 
active consideration his was a great project 
which deserved a great deal of attention. 

Mr. Max Scligman, a leading Palestinian lawyer, 
said he had come from Palestine only three weeks 
ago, and his main feeling in England since his 
arrival was one of relief. because he had come from 
a country where there was a great deal of unrest 
and distrust. It was so pieasant to walk about in 
the streets of London and the provinces without 
being followed; to be able to talk to one’s fellow- 
men and women without being spied upon and 
reported. These conditions in Palestine were due, in

Si,—The military operations on the Continent 
of Europe and cisewhere have brought an urgent call 
for the extension of the activities of the Jewish 
Hospitality Committee for British and Albed Forces. 

The measure of this newly assumed responsibility 
will be understood when it is remembered that, whiic 
in Great Britain the 200 Centres scattered through 
the country represent working bodies cager to lend 
their aid, no such organisation of the kind exists on 
the Continent of BFurope.

With the full recognition, approval, and support of 
Government Departments, and in co-operation with 
other social services, hospitality, comlarts, enter- 
tainments. club and canteen facilities, and special 
rcligious services had been organised for British, 
American, and other Aled Forces m this country, 
primarily for those of our Faith but freely open to all 
Fighting Services. We should be especially proud that 
we have been able to offer these Anglo-Jewish 
amenities to our Anterican brothers, with the approval! 
amd co-operation of the American Red Cross and 
the Jewish Welfare Board of America, so that they 
now enjoy personal contact with and welfare assist 
ance from a body representing their own Faith 

it is because of the shifting of our scene of opera- 
tions to Fighting Fronts and the need for establishing 
new centres-accessible to our men at the Front that 
it is Necessary to rae at least £100,000 in the shortest 
trme possible Just as other potable organisations 
ike the Y.M.C.A.. the Church Army, and the 
Salvation Army. function. in their respective ways, 
<o the Jewish soldier is entitled to hook for a body 
constituted in his own Faith and understandmg and 
providing for his special needs 

In making this Appeal our mission is to bring home 
to every Jew his new responsibility of this fresh 
necd. Every Jew, for this ts 4 cause for which there 
can be no division of interests, but one in which 
every individual one of us, rich and poor, has a 
personal concern for his kith and kin, his frends and 
associates on service in the ficld, to benefit by the 
social help, hospitality, comfort and solace to be 
made available to them close to the fighting hne— 
all ander the sign of the Magen David 

Finally, what more fitting climax to this grand work 
could any Jew wish to see than Jewish Hospitality 
Centres opened in Germany, the Shield of David 
flying proudly above, the culminating proof that the 
Nave have also been utterly defeated in their racial 
war.

The influence of Philo upon successive generations 
bas impressed many historians. Pagan WNeo- 
Platonists, New Testament writers, Gnostics, the 
Greek Fathers. Apologists, as well as Alexandrians 
have all, directly or mdirectly, consciously oF un- 
consciously, drawn from this noteworthy gncient 
Jewish philosopher. 

The only people who seem to have been icft untouched 
by thie almost all-pervasive philonic influence was the one 
from which be had epreng—the Jewish peopic.

HEBREW SCHOLARSHIP 


A Manchester Production 


Meliiah. Edited by Epwarp Roserrson and 
Mem Wattensrein. Manchester University Press,

The development of Hebrew scholarship in 
England is proceeding apace. Hard on the heels of 
Dr. Rawidowicz’s “ Metsudah “ comes this new 
volume of Hebrew essays, edited by the Professor af 
Semitics in Manchester University and one of his 
colleagues, and issued by the Manchester University 
Press. Unlike their. predecessor, the editors of this 
collection have decided to avoid the problems of 
current affairs-and ideologies and have confined 
themselves to purely scholarly subjects. 

The volume. ncverthciess. cxuhibits a wide diversity of 
theme and treatment, ranging in swubicct matter over the 
whole ficki of Jewish scholarship. from the problems of 
BiPiical criticiam to the evolution of the garment known as 
the “ Kn.” and in coment. from research monographs to 
sermm-popular general cxaposiions. Space docs not permit us 
to dO more than glance at a few of the contributions 

In the ficikd of Biblical schotarship, S. Sperber endcavours., 
by a critical comparison of Deuteronomy and Hosea, to 
prove that the former is of carlier date. and thereby to shatter 
ohe of the corner-stones of the Graf-Walihausen school of 
higher criticiem. Prof. H. H. Rowley, in an articic on the 
Law amd the Prophets. argues that the traditional theory 
among scholars about the deep-scated conflict between the 
two is larecly bmaginary and springs to a larec extent from 
a projection into the past of the post-cxilic position of the 
Torah in Jewish life. In his view. the priestly and prophetic 
mutiooks were complementary parts of a single whole. Mr. 
T. Fish provides the Hebrew reader with a summary of 
Mesopotamian matcrial concerning the Flood 

Almost all the remainder of the volume is devoted to 
Rabbinic and medicval Jewish scholarship. Rabbi Altmann 
ezamines the climatological factor in Yehudah WHalevi's 
Theory of Prophecy. and studies ts sources in Greek. 
Arabic, and Jewish geographical literature. Prof. Assaf of 
Jerusaicm publishes two more docurnents from the apparently 
incahaustibic reserves of the Genizah, relating to the ancient 
Synagogue of Damwah in Egypt. which is many times mcn- 
tioned by Hebrew and Arabic authors. To those he cites 
we may add the Ba rhdadi doctor “Abdul Latif (Cairo edition, 
page 42). Prof. Robertson returns to the subject of Saadiah 
Gaon and discusses his qualities as a translator and com- 
menmater of the Bible. Among the points noted are his 
ruthicss excision of anthropomorphisms—a concession to 
comtemporary Mosicem thought—his cccentric treatment of 
personal and place names. and his individual handling of 
Gificul passages, which are often dealt with by paraphrase 
and micrpolation 

Rabbi Dr. Marmorstcin writes on the Emperor Julianus in 
the Aegada of R 
im this source on the Jewish reacnon to the brief interlude of 
favour and hope enjoyed by the Jews of the Roman Empire 
during the reign of the pagan cmperor 

M. Wallenstein published a first instalment of selections 
from the Diwan of Moshe Yehudah Abbas. a little-known 
Hebrew poct who flourished in 17th-century Egypt.

Krauss comributes an atticle on the Mount of Olives in the 
History of Jesus, which is, in effect, an addendum two his 
book on the life af Jesus according to Jewish sources.

Arms for Defence of Kibbutz 


A long-standing issue, which still remains one 
of the central pomts on which the YVishuv bases 
its existence here——whether self-defence should serve 
is & logical justification for Carrying of possessing 
uniicensed arms——was the background of a trial! 
betore the Jerusalem Miliary Court this week, when 
two young settlers belonging to Hashomer Hatzair 
(the radical Left-wing movement) were sentenced 
to seven years imprisonment cach (reports our 
Jerusalem correspondent) 

Ihey were David Epstein (23) and David Salemon 
(24), who were found by a police squad’to be 
carrying illegal arms while guarding the fields of 
a new Kibbutz near Rishon-le-Zion on August $ 
it should be remembered that under the 19% 
Emergency Regulations persons accused of carrving 
uniawful arms can be exculpaied if there is 
‘reasonable excuse for such action, including 
defe nce | 

Epstein and Salomon pleaded gurlty to the charee 
of unlawfully ihe 
responsitility tor three pistols, 251 rounds of arnmu- 
nition, and 16 grenades which were found inside 
well in the precincts of the Kibbutz during a subs 
quent police search ney contended that they had 
reasonable excuse for carrying arms while guarding 
the fields, since the new Kibbutz. which was estab- 
ished in May thes year, was in a completely Arab 
neighbourhood, where many thefts occurred. They 
had asked for licensed arms from the authorities. 
but these were never supplied despite constant 
assurances Mor to the Kibbutz was 
rendered mmpossible during the ramy season. there 
fore they were compelled to rely on their own 
defence resources and contended that it was esscn- 
tial for the Protection of their Communit, 


Irony of the Regulations 


Mi Ldward David Csortein Angio-Jewish har 
rister, defending the settlers, commented on the 
iromic fact that the 1936 Emergency Reculations 
enacted to fleftt the organised Arab banditry an: 
terrorism, were now directed against settlers for 
whose dceicnce the regulations were in- 
tended 

Mr. Ehahu Golomb, thé Labour leade! spcaking 
for the defence, advanced another line of argument 
curing the evidence. when he pormted out that the 
possession of unlicensed arms had been practised 
among the Jewish settlements since the inception 
ef agricultural colonisation, because the protection 
afforded by the British Administration «5 both 
belated and insufficient in time of danger. He cited 
the fate of Jews living at Beer Tuvia. Hulda. Hebron 
Safad, and Motza during past periods of disturb- 
ances as proof of this premise. The authorities. 
he said, always knew of the existence of unlicensed 
arms among the Jewish settlements, and there were 
three cases where during past disturbances the 
police actually advised the settlers to use unlicensed 
arms in addition to their lawful arms if attacked 

Perhaps the most topical feature in this case in 
ihe eyes of the Yishuv to-day is its relationship 
to the measures which the Yishuv has adopted to 
hight terrorism While sitting in the court-room 
hearing the case proceed agaist two young settlers 
who belong to the Yishuv political groupings which 
have vowed to stamp out violence as a politica! 
method, one could not help wondering whethe: 
liigation of this type was designed to restore Jewish 
public confidence in the authorities, which appar- 
ently refused to differentiate between ilicgal arms 
held for properiy defensive purposes and‘ those for 
offensive ends 


Puzzie of Government’s Attitude 


As things are at present here, it is obvious that 
such confidence is highly essential for attaining the 
goal which the Yishuv and the Government jointly 
aim at—crushing the terrorist outbreaks. Yet what- 
ever the outcome has been of this trial of these two 
men-—who acted in a way they deemed conducive to 
the security of their own ‘litle gfoup, although 
against the law-——it is clear that this trial revives the 
fundamental question of the Palestine Government's 
attitude towards the principle of Jewish self-defence. 
whose purely defensive réle has now been com- 
pletely proved by the exploits of the terrorists 

Otherwise, how can one explain a situation which 
places in the prisoner's dock two youths who 
thoroughly detest the tactics of unprovoked aggres- 
sion and terrorism arid gets them sentenced to long 
prison terms, and at the same time expects the 
pacific community to which those youths belong to 
fight terrorism? It is evident that some pronounce- 
ment upon the whole question of the legitimacy. or 
otherwise of passive Jewish self-defence will have 
to be made by the authorities if they want the 
Yishuvy to go along with them loyally in anti- 
terrorist measures.. That is the plainest speaking 
possible im present circumstances, 


An N.Z.O. Statement 


In the course of a statement on the trial, the N.Z.O. Political 
Department in London say that “ the circumstances of the 
arrest are of particular imteerest. Eliahu Golomb, in charec 
of self<jefence on behaif of the Agency. testified before the 
Military Court that he had influenced the two accused to 
surrender to the police after the police had conducted a 20- 
day search at the kibbutz. Morcover, Golomb claimed that 
he had been influenced by a high-tanking British police officer 
to arrange a voluntary surrender of the two men. suggesting 
that the Jewish Agency's co-operation with the Goverament 
against terrorism would result in their not being brought up 
to trial. 

“ The Vaad Leumi. which at present supports the Agency 
in its policy, are dumbfounded in view of the fact thai. 
faving appcaicd to the Yishuv to hand over terrorists to the 
authorities, they had hoped that this help would be appre- 
ciated by the authorities and that the accused would not 
be brought to tia! for being in possession of Hagana weapons 
which would never be used for purposes of terror.”

TO wrrow was to be spared Jacob, Father anu 
N prototype of the Jewish people, the ver, 
symbel of their tragic history. . 
does he escape the peril of Esau than b- ‘alls into 
the predatory hands of Laban, and no sooner ix 
this danger averted than he is faced with a recur. 
rence of the earlier hatred. Successfully extricating 
himself from this impasse, there begins the new 
phase of his tragedy, the tragedy of his children 
Reuben. Simeon, Levi, Joseph, all add their quors 
to the mounting toll of his suffering, all contribute 
towards “ bringing down his grey hairs in sorrow 
to the grave.” 

But immeasurably more poignant, both in ise 
and in its consequences, is the anguish caused him 
by the dishonouring of his beloved only daughte, 
Dinah It is a sordid and simple tale. Dinah x 
raped by Shechem, son of the prince of the place 
whence he took his name.

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WITNESS FROM SILESIA 
Heroic Airman’s Grim Experience 


Warrant Officer Jan Michels, a 23-year-old Polish 
Jewish airman who was shot down over Germany 
aod who has made his way back to England after 
exaping a fourth time from a German prisoner- 
of-war camp, has been awarded the Virtuti Militari 
(the Polish V.C.) together with four Crosses for 
Valour in recognition of his many gallant exploits 

ic is beheved that this award is the highest that 
has ever been given to a Polish serviceman. 

Michels, who has participated in 32 operational 
fights over Germany, is the latest witness of anti- 
Jewish barbarity to reach the free world. 

While travelling by train in Germany. Michels 
heard a penstent Nazi publicly say: “The flames of 
the Breslau Synagogue can now be seen reflected in 
the fires caused by Allied bombing in every city of 
Germany.” 


Hatikvah is Sung in Camp 


He has also told how, when working in the mines 
of Silesia, he was quite near to a concentration 
camp in which 300 Jews between the ages of 18 
and 25 were held, They had come from France, 
Holland, and many other countries. It was heart- 
»reaking to see, Michels related. how these men 
had to work endiess hours to the extreme limit of 
their strength. They were underfed and tried to 
protect themselves from the cold by wearing two 
or three garments on top of cach other. Conditions 
in the camp were indescribable and the men looked 
very ill, Although condemned to a slow death, they 
toed hard to keep up their moral. Often the tune 
‘f Hatikvah could be heard from the camp. When 
me of them fell ill, he was afraid to admit it 
knowing that he would be deprived of his rations 
ind be doomed to certain death 

Alter his first escape to Poland, Michels, who was 
taken by the Germans for a non-Jew, passed through 
Sosnowice. Here he witnessed some heartrending 
scenes, when Jews of the town were assembled 
preparatory to being sent to the death camps. The 
Jews were divided into three groups: able-bodied 
young men, girls, and others, and stood there, silent, 
awaiting deportation. Passing through Polish vil- 
lages. he met here and there Jews who had been 
given shelter by Gentiles but in general nothing 
was left of the Jewish population. “ Our German 
inspector,” he saidg™ was in high spirits whenever 
he was able to tell us in the morning that a few 
more Jews had been hanged during the night.”

twice cach week when the camp doctor indicated 
prisoners to be gassed, their bodies being subsequently 
burned. The narrator estimates that of 2,000 dying 
each week 800 died through “selection,” which was 
known as “special treatment.” 

He saul that at the end of February, 1943, a modern 
crematorium and gassing plant succeeded the more 
primutive apparatus, and prominent guests from 
Berlin attended the ceremonies.. The programme, 
he said, consisted in the gassing and burning of 
%,000 Jews from Cracow and “the special peephole 
in the door of the gas chamber was in constant use.”’ 

The second Slovakian Jew arrived at Auschwitz 
on June 27, 1942, by way of the extermination camp 
at Mardanek near Lublin, where he had been since 
June 14. The journey of 48 hours to Auschwitz was 
made without food or water for the prisoners. This 
narrator said that at a subsequent time, when he 
was working on a night shift, he was able to watch 
the arrival of a convoy. As many as a hundred 
Polish Jews had died on the trip. e sick, the 
dead, and the dying were piled together in a heap 
on the platform. 

Between July and September, added the narrator, 
a typhus epidemic raged at Auschwitz and in the 
women’s camp at Birkenau. He says: “None of the 
sick received medical attention and in the first stages 
of the epidemic a great many were killed by phenol 
injections and others were gassed wholesale.’ 


Polish Major's Story 


fhe Polish major arrived at Auschwitz in March, 
1942. The trip from Cracow was made in lorries 
and the prisoners were loaded in them “with blows 
from rifle butts, shouts and kicks.”’ In his block the 
men slept three to each bed. The same turnip soup 
and mouldy bread fed to the two Slovakian Jews 
formed the staple diet, but the Polish major said a 
few grammes of maggoty cheese were distributed 
twice each week with the addition of sausage on 
two other days. 

During his stay at the infirmary the major observed 
the system of phenol injections which was used to 
kill off the very weak and ill. He said that here 
“racial considerations played an important role. A 
non-Jew had to be seriously ill to be condemned to 
death by injections, whereas 80 to 90 per cent of the 
Jews sent to hospital were eliminated in this manner.”’ 

The major’s description of the crematoria 


which were constructed to take care of the mass — 


executions is materially the same as that of the two 
Slovakians. He said that mass killings began after 
the spring of 1942. Accarding to his statement 
“approximately 1,500,000 Jews were exterminated” 
by gassing and burning.

THE FRENCH SCENE 
Vichy Convictions for “‘ Racial” 
Offences Quashed 


The French Ministry of Justice has published an 
ordinance signed by General de Gaulle providing 
for the annulment of all sentences mmposed by 
French courts under Vichy legislation relating to 
acts of defiance agaist the racial laws 

Under the terms of this ordinance, persons con- 
victed by Vichy courts of such “offences” as the 
failure of a Jew to declare himself as such, may 
apply to the court withim six months for reversal 
of the sentence The costs of the appeals will be 
borne by the State 

The convictions will be expunged from the record 
and fines: imposed by the courts will be refunded 
Property seized as part of the penalty will be 
restored or, if previously sold, the purchase price 
will be refunded. . Any other penaltics and sanctions 
will likewise be reversed

Chief Rabbi's Escape 


Professor Schwartz, who recently arrived in Parts 
from Lyons, has described how he compelled ux

him last winter. The last came during the night o! 
January 9, when two men jumped out with pointed 
revolvers and told him they were French agents 
of the German police and that he was under arrest!

Such was the spiritual domination of the aged 
Rabbi that, in spite of the fear of being shot by the 
Gestapo if they did not return with their prisoner, 
the Vichy police not only tet Prof, Schwartz go 
but even helped him to pack his clothes and found 
a car in which he escaped. 

Since January the Rabbi had dived-as a simple 
peasant on a farm in the Ardeche Department. He 
lived under an assumed name, with false papers, and 
only the Protcstant Pastor there knew his real 
identity, “I cut wood every day and did farmyard 
jobs,” he related 

Synagogees Desecrated 

The imposing Synagogue of Nancy has bec 
desecrated and sacked by the Germans. The 60- 
year-old Rabbi of the congregation, Israel 
Hagenauer, who was a French Army Chaplain in 
the last war, and was decorated for bravery, has 
been deported and is probably no longer alive. 

The fine, large Synagogue had been used by the 
Germans as a store for army equipment, and was 
in a very had condition when Chaplain Norman 
Feldheym, of the U.S.A. Army, visited it. With 
the aid of soldiers, the Synagogue was cleaned up 
and the remnants of the Jewish population gathered 
together for services. 

Of the 5,000 Jews who formerly ‘made up the 
Nancy community, only 80 remained, and of these 
33- were insane 

Chaplain Feldheym made a tour of the region 
and found that in St. Dizier only one Jewish family 
remained. The Synagogue had been used by the 
Germans as a dressing-room for a neighbouring 
bathhouse and the Ark had been vilely desecrated. . 

In Chalon, one aged. woman remained of the 
Jewish colony. The Synagogue was piled with 
rubbish. In Pont au Mousson about fifteen Jews 
remained. One aged couple had taken refuge in 
the Synagogue when driven from their home, but 
had later been thrown out; the Synagogue had 
been converted into a canteen for German soldiers. 

All the religious and other objects of value which 
the Paris Jewish Consistory placed in storage in 
1940 in a chateau in Western France are intact and 
will be restored to their former places as soon as 
transport is available. 

The Regional Commissioner for the Lyons dis- 
trict has ordered that all identity cards, ration 
cards, and other papers bearing the description

More than a hundred Jews served throughout 
the resistance and liberation struggles in the famous 
Franc Corps of the Black Mountains, in South- 
Western France, reports Lieut. Leon Mandel, of 
the French Forces of the Interior. 

Lieut, Mandel, a Bordeaux Jew, went under- 
ground soon after the German occupation of the 
coastal zone in June, 1940, and successfully main- 
tajned his assumed identity when arrested by the 
Gestapo for de Gaullist activities, He was con- 
victed by a field court and sentenced to tighteen 
months’ hatd labour in a German prison. his 
gelease and return to France he took to the 
mountains and became a liewtenant when the F.F.1.

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HEROIC EFFORT 


THE facts about the nation’s war effort, disclosed in the 
Government White Paper this week, make an epic story 
wunapproached in any records of the past and unequalled 
even by our Allies in their admitiedly vast contributions to 
victory. Even the Fatherland, professing to be fighting 
against annihilation, can, we are assured, make no com- 
parable claims. Britain's super-heror ‘Struggle 22 
millions of the. people have taken or are taking part one 
wav or another. It has entailed the sacrifice of elementary 
peace-time rights, the dispersal of families, and, besides 
the dangers of aerial bombardment, a great deal of dreary 
and unspectacular discomport, of doing without near-cssen 
fials and yet keeping up a mood of cheerfulness over a long 
period of drab petty frustrations—countless acts of solid 
sacrifice unsung, because unknown. It is even arguable 
whether a nation which dislikes talking of its own achieve- 
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ments. let alone trumpeting them abroad, would have. 


referred to them at all. even in the prosaic and almost 
detached manner of the White Paper, were there not 
_weighty political reasons for so doing. 

The achievement of the masses is a tribute to ther 
political sagacity which grasped the obvious implications 
of the struggle that had been forced upon them, as well 
as. of course. to their patriotism. It coald not have 
developed ‘on so tremendous a scale had not the entire 
nation, with a degree ef unanimity never before seen in 
the annals of this or any other people, thrown itself into. 
the task irrespective of . sex, class, creéd, or party. . The 
result is a triumphant example of the -way in which all 
differences are sunk by an experienced democracy when 
the call arises for one people, one.army, one united 
endeavour. As such it is a crushing reply to the stupid 
cries of the Totalitarians that Democracy was effete and 
played out, and that only bunches of gangsters led by con- 
temptible little conscienceless rascals can save a country. fn 
this way. Britain's effort is of superlative value not only 
tw Britain but. to mankind. Totalitarian stock +s clearly 
written down as valucless and rotien. 

It has. unfertunately, te be realised that the sacrifices 
the country has borne, and.is bearing, threaten, in many 
instances, to become permanent loss. Leaving aside the 
7§ thousand millions spent on the war, only about half 
of which were raised by almost crushing taxation willingly 
accepted and even demanded by the taxed, there are 
numerous pointers in the White Paper to losses how to 
recover which it is difficult to see; yet recovered they must 
be if the nation is not to haye to reconcile rttself to a 
shrinking national ecenomy and inevitable, though at first 
perhaps imperceptible, decline. Our foreign investments 
have practically disappeared. The devastations of the 
U-boats wrought upon eur Merchant Navy have not been 
made good, and the war will end with our shipping only 
a fraction of what it was in 1939. That means that our 
pre-war carrying trade will be largely crippled, while the 
United States merchant marine will have swollen to an 
enormous tonnage. .Further, a vast amount of our export 
trade has beeen dost, at least for the time being—those 
exports upon which we depend for paying for the im- 
ported raw materials without which both the people and. 
the factories in this coufitry would starve. It is relevant, 


in this conneetion, to point out that a very great deal of our - 


South Ameéri€an market lost. in the last war had never 
been recovered. 

These grim truths cannot be shirked. Sooner or later 
they will come treading on our heels. They may be miti- 
gated to some extent by international fellowship in the 
economic field, and the drawing ever closer of the lies 
between the mother country and her Dominions, as to 
which the British Government has wisely refrained from 
tying its own hands in advance and so limiting the 
country’s opportunities for economic recovery. But, what- 
ever may happen in these respects, Great Britain will be 
confronted, in future, not only by the eventual emergence 
of Russia, with its incxhaustibly rich resources, as a for- 
midabie industrial Power in world trade, but by the imme- 
diate acquirement by the United States of a position 
assuredly not second to that which destiny seems to have 
allotted to the Russian Soviets. The situation will demind 
every ounce of the spirit of adventure and enterprise and 
ingenuity Which» under special world conditions made 
Britain the workshop of the world, unless disillusionment, 
unrest, and insidious decay. are to overtake our gallant 
people, with all those manifestations of intolerance and 
scapegoat-henting which usually accompany a feeling of 
inescapable frustration. who, honestly facing the 
facts, draw atiention to these dangers do not do so by 
way of seeking to expose a skeleton at the feast of national 
hopes, but because if independent observers do not inter- 
pret the signs.as they see them, they will be shirking their 
duty and assuming a heavy responsibility for trouble later 
on. It ts understandable, when so many in the nation and 
especially its fighting men are called upon to bear so much, 
“that the prospects after the war should be optimistically 
anticipated. The grim truth that war is an unmitigated 
disister even though it can be in certain circumstances so 
infinitely the lesser of two evils, has sooner or later to be

can their saving sense in the face of spectacular threats be 
counted upon to operate when no such pressure exists. 
The words of the Book of Job are well worth heeding:

The very difficult and complex situation which the 
ending of the war will leave this country to face calls for 
statesmanlike prevision and timely study of developments 
by every intelligent citizen and not merely by the statesmen. 
It means, for our own community as for other groups in 
the country in their domestic organisation—charities, edu- 
cation, religious provision—an equal vigilant watchfulness 
over the course of events and readiness for change. 

One question calls for reply as one reads of the stupen- 
dous deeds of national self-dedication recorded im the 
White Paper. Would Britain be capable of a similar resist- 
ance in a new war started by Germany from 20 to 30 years 
hence—the time, according to Marshal Stavin, in which 
the Reich usually recovers from defeat? It may be that 
all prognostications will be falsified—the common estimate 
of what history will say of this or that happening, or of 
this or that man, is not necessarily always an act of 
prophetic anticipatign. But, with the facts as now re- 
vealed, dare this or any other country take any risks— 
even the smallest ones? Dare we neglect, for instance, so 
demonstrably potent, yet subtly disguised, a factor in the 
German machine for war-making as anti-Semitism? The 
millions of Russians and Poles, military and civilian, who 
have been coldly done to death, the milhons of Jews, men, 
women, and children, who have been poisoned in gas- 
chambers where they have not been burned alive, forbid it. 
Mankind was not created in order that the German /erren- 
volk should be able to demonstrate at regular intervals their 
special talents in torturing and destroying human beings. 
Twice within a single generation this country and its Allies 
have beer called upon to put up a life-and-death effort to save 
their existence in the face of the recurring German menace. 
Even if they would be physically able to do so agajn they 
must make it as certain as possible that nevermore will 
such sacrifices be demanded of them. This is Priority 
Number One of all post-war plans, and any. person who 
obscures this fact is a murderer of his fellow-men. A soft 


‘peace with Germany, or the setting up of a weak and 


ineflective international peace. organisation, would be the 
equivalent of a sentence of death passed by this generation 
on its own chiidren. 


QUICKLY, PLEASE! 


~The Jewish Hospitality Committee, which has by now a 
substantial record of work for our men and women in the 
Forces, finds iiself to-day confronted by an immense e¢€aien- 
sion of its splendid mission, as the Allied invasion of Europe 
advances. With energy and spirit, the Committee, under the 
able Chan manship of Lord Nathan, is tackling this task, which 
involves the provision of all that is embraced in the term 
“ hospitality for the Forces,” in the fighting and rear areas 
where there are no Jewish communities in a position to help 
and thus to reduce the problem to the manageable dimensions 
it assumed when the armies were still on this side of the 
Channel. Now the Committee can no more perform what is 
urgently needed from it without pecuniary ammunition than 
the Allied troops can reach Berlin without guns, shells, ‘planes, 
and tanks. That is the point which must be brought home 
to Anglo-Jewry. With’ great good sense, the Committee is 
asking them for at least £100,000 and that in ‘the shortest 
possible time. One has only to read its programme of work, 
outlined im actual facts, including the setting up of the 
Jewish Forces Club in Brussels, which was consecrated last 
Sunday, to feel astonished at the moderation of the 
Committee's appeal figures... And here are some of the ton- 
siderations to be borne in mind in this connection. The clubs. 
canteens, etc. are to carry clear indications of their Jewish 
auspices. It follows that these clubs must be of such a 
kind that our Jewish boys and girls will be proud to invite their 
non-Jewish pals to them. Thus this appeal involves a duty to 
the Jewish name; an enormous obligation to Jewish vital 
interests, because in many, many minds Jewish status will for 
a lifetime be set by the impression created by this work: and 
a priosity claim on the conscience of Anglo-Jewry which cannot 
rest while anything that their money can buy is not yet provided 
to ease the lot of our fighting men in this most holy of wars against 
the unholiest of enemies. There must be a bumper response 
tosthe appeal, and an extra quick one. All! other causes must 
for a few days step aside and make way for the troops. 
Quickly now—the address is: “Sir Louis Sterling, Appeal 
Treasurer, 37, Ludgate Hill, London, E.C.4.” 


DR. WEIZMANN 


IN no conventional sense it can be confidently stated that all 
sections of English-speaking Jewry will unite in extending to 
the Zionist leader warm congratulations on his attainment of 
his seventieth year; for although throughout a long career 
of service to the Jewish cause, he has aroused not a few 
antagonisms, he has made no enemies. On the contrary, even 
those who have differed from him most vehemently are the 
first to recognise the devotion with which he has surrendered 
himself to the pursuit of what his supporters believe to be the 
best prospects of reaching the goal of Jewish national rehabili- 
tation and thereby the deliverance of Jewry from its age-old 
torments, Zionists as a whole haYe never been an easy team 
io lead. That Dr. Weizmann should have retained his leader- 
ship from 1920 to this day can de attributed not only to the 
absence of any comparable rival, but to his serenity, his 
humour, and his not inconsiderable gifts in the handling ‘of 
his fellow-Jews, whom he understands so well. Pre-eminently 
he possesses that most precious and most mysterious of all 
human qualities—-personality! Happily this is not the time 
for emgage the value of his work for Zionism or its political 
quality. 


A | DIFFICULT TASK 


One thing, however, stands out vividly. Weizmann remain< 
since Herzl, and never more than now, the most distinguished 
Jew engaged in Jewish political work. Ht was his fate to 
come to the head of the Zionist Movement at the momen: 
of Zionism’s greatest good fortune, when the Herzlian dream 
was suddenly by the decision of a British War Cabinet con. 
verted into glittering practical politics, Jewry was as surprised 
and unprepared for the Balfour Declaration as the Allies were 
for the German collapse in 1918. Difficult, indeed, is the taxi 
of a political leader upon whom destiny bestows office ar . 
time when his cause’s fortunes are at their apogee. It has been 
Dr. Weizmann’s lot to preside over the destimies of the Zion ix; 
Movement during the long and disheartening period when :h¢ 
tide of Zionist political fortunes was in almost unrelieved chr 
and when the great Powers which had honoured themselve. jp 
their first spectacular support of the Zionist ideal, lost thej; 
vision and their virtue and could think of nothing better thar 
whittling down the act of wisdom which they had pledved 
their honour to'support. Side by side with this there ha: 
occurred the most terrible of all Jewish persecutions. ft 
true to say that no practical Jewish statesman has ever beer 
beset by such searching tests of his moral and political stamina. 
and to recérd that in all these tribulations Dr. Weizmann ja. 
never despaired. That is, at least, & birthday bouquet th.: 
cannot be withheld. We fervently hope that he will renew 
his youth and preserve undiminished his steadiness and courace 
during the grim and trying years that loom ahead. 


BLACKENING THE NAME OF JEW 


One of the oldest tricks of criminals is to try to curr 
sympathy by blaming “ Jews” for their downfall in the hope 
that they may be adjudged rather as victims than as Victimisers. 
But seldom has this game been carried to more outrageous 
lengths than in the case of-a man just convicted of stealing 
household Jinen from his employer. A lengthy report of the 
case was printed in the PETERBOROUGH STANDARD under such 
captions as “London Man’s Shop Robberies” . 5. “ Goods 
being sold to Jews,” and a policeman, giving evidence, stated 
that the prisoner explained that “the Jew boys made a mug 
of me.” The guilty man’s daughter, aged 16, who admitied 
she kept. watch for her father while he stole, repeated thai 
her father had alleged that he had been “ selling it to Jews. 
There was a statement that one of these supposed culprits was 
an individual who, aceording to the accused man, had got into 
conversation with him in a train; but not.a word even o! 
remote proof was offered about the charges against the Jews 
The solicitor defending the prisoner asserted that the police 
were satisfied with the story of the casual Jewish acquaintances 
There are no indications in the report that the police had 
explicitly confirmed this. Had they done so it would have 
involved them in an obligation to vindicate their assértion. Nor 
were we told on what grounds they accepted—if they did— 
the further allegation by the defence that when the accused 
“ wanted to cut out the thefts” the Jew in the train threatened 
that if he did he would send an anonymous letter to his 
employers. In the event the prisoner was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. But it remains that these allegations about 
Jews were unsupported in the evidence. On the mere word of 
a self-confessed thief who had some years previously, it was 
revealed, been involved with some coiners and received }!8 
months’ imprisonment, charges of a nauseating character can 
be flung against unspecified members of a community without 
any test in court of their veracity and with results which 
those familiar with ‘Jewish history know only too well. We 
say this is a shameful state of things and we greatly regret that 
the defending solicitor should have permitted the use of this 
very undesirable method of creating sympathy for his client. 
and that the Chairman took no steps to protect the victims 


“THE MERCHANT” 
WRITING in a number of Scottish papers, the Rev. H 


McNaught, prompted. by the fact that a Shakespearean com- 


pany is touring Scotland jin the “ Merchant of Venice.” reminds 
the public that when (as Dr. Cecil Roth has shown) this story 
first appeared it was the Christian merchant who was thé merci- 
less creditor and the Jew the victim. Mr. McNaught urges ~ 
that it would be an honourable thing to make this truth 
widely known especially at the present time of anti-Jewish 
efflorescence. This subject, of course, is far from new, though 
its age in no way detracts from its seriousness. While ovr 
Scottish friend's kindly suggestion is to be appreciated it is 
doubtful whether it will do more than touch the fringe of the 
evil which spreads. its anti-Jewish infection mostly in the 
schools, where, for no particular reason, “ The Merchant ™ is 
still a favourite choice for syllabus-drafters. Whenever in the 
past appeals have been made for some corrective steps, they 
have been met with such cries as “ narrow-mindedness ” and 
“ hands off a great English classic.” But these utterly irrelevan' 
retorts cannot and ought not to carry weight with reasonable 
minds and there comes a time when even those who are least 
friendly to Jews must realise that the unspeakable calamity 
to which child-instilled Jew-hatred opens the way, as witnessed 
by the rise of Fascism and the consequent world war, is so 
terrible a menace that no contributory factors can be safely 
disregarded, In recent years, among a handful of intelligent 
teachers who have had to read “The sierchant” with their 
classes, an attempt has been made at a deeper understanding 
of Shakespeare’s brilliant character study of Shylock. But 
is inevitable, in dealing with ‘such a stofy for children, that 
a residue of anti-Jewish sentiment remains even in the best 
of circumstances. The most practical thing would be to place 
“The Merchant” in that category of Shakespearean plays 
which are deemed unsuitable for children and adolescents. Jt 
is very doubtful if the “immortal” author, were he with 
us to-day, with his profourt! English patriotism in the 
best sense of that word, would not heartily endorse 
step which would protect the children of England agains 
infection by one of the meanest and therefore most »* 
English of spiritual Jiseases that have ever beset mankind.

Writing home to England, the Rev. M. A. Jaffe, 
C.F., Jewish Chaplain with the 14th Army, S.E.A.C., 
Says: 


“ One soldier produces a JewisH CHRONICLE, 
which his mother sent him, and all make a grab 
for it.

“HIS WORK IS PERFECT” 


Why has the writer of the Sermon for the Week failed to 
differentiate between the vital dissimilarity of the two verses 
(Gen. i.. v. 27) “And God ereated man” and (Gen. vi.. v¥. 6) 
“ Aad it repented the Lord that He had made man"? Foc 
in the Hebrew this difference is of the uumost importance, 
as is well known. To gloss over this and assien an imperfec- 
tion to the Deity is cither illogical or irreligious. Rash 
mortal indeed hastily to form such a judgement! The latter 
should always be held in abeyance when dealing with such 
lofty and profound metaphysical matters: and if we are 
perplexed, we must ascribe this as being duc to our finite 
knowledge (Maimonides). According to the Kabbalah 
(Zohar), the above-mentioned second verse (which has the 
word “ made” or make” as in Gen. i. v. 
vide my letter of October. 27) is figuratively spoken by the 
soul (which has activated or “made” man): the latter, 
being af emanation of God, and pure, figuratively regrets 
thts misson of “ making“ man, and thereby endangering 
its purity.

the main, to the uncertainty of the political situa- 
tion there. Everyone there suffered from it. What 
was needed for Palestine was a definite policy, and 
until the policy of a Dominion had been proposed, 
there was no policy advanced which could find 
favour with all sections of the community. An 
independent Jewrshi State did not find favour even 
with the Jews of Palestine, and an independent Arab 
State would certainly not find favour even with the 
Arabs of Palestine. Each was afraid of an entirely 
independent Government, and certainly partition 
would not find favour with either peoples. He 
assured them from his own experience and know: 
ledge of the situation that the people of Palestine 
would welcome the Dominion solution. 
he Jews, said Mr. Seligman, wanted a home to 

which suffering Jews by the million could go not 
only for their own sake but for that of the other 
Jews who would remain in ‘her countries, and 
there could be no question of wual loyalties then 

There was a great deal going on in Palestine of 
which they were not aware. It was high time tha! 
something was done, and he prayed that the tragedy 
of Lord Moyne would be the means of doing some- 
thing. The only thing which he could think of was 
not a repetition of Royal Commissions, which had 
been inclined only to whitewash officials, but 4 
real inquiry by a high English Judicial Officer—an 
independent Judge of the English courts, with no 
Political affiliations.

Silver Cross for Saving Drowning 
Girt 

A Dublin Jewish Scoutmaster has just been 
awarded the Scout Silver Cross for gallantry. He 
is Mr. Maurice L. Gordon, a company managing 
director and Scoutmasicr of the [6th Dublin 
(Jewtsh) Group of Boy Scouts. 

Mr. Gordon was talking with a friend on a Dublin 
quayside when they heard cries for help, and saw a 
girl struggling in the water Mr. Gordon imme- 
diately took off his coat and shoes and dived into 
the river, which is about eighteen feet deep at this 
point 

Another man also entered the river but became 
exhausted and at Mr. Gordon's request he swam 
back to the side. After struggling with the drown- 
ing gir! tor some munutes, during the course of which 
he had his shirt and pullover torn to shreds. Mr. 
Gordon was relieved fo sec a swimmer with a 
hfebelt coming towards him. He placed the gir! 
m the hfebelt and she was drawn to the bank 

Owing to the girl's violent struggles, Mr. Gordon 
had been in considerable danger, but he undoubtedly 
saved her life by keeping her above water until 
the arrival of the lifebelt. He as well as the gir! 
had to be detained in hospital for several hours. 


MILITARY MEDALLIST KILLED 


Shoruy after the anncuncement in a recent issue 
of this paper of the award of the Miltary Medal 
for gallantry on the -Italhan front to Cpl. Maurice 
Kaminsky, Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, of 
Salford, Lancs.. comes the news of his death in 
action (as recorded in the Roll of Honour). A 
copy of the citation accompanying his medai has 
now aiso been received, as. follows: 

On. May 19, 1944. this soldie® was acting ‘as Bren-gunner 
of bis section. His platoon was icading im an attack on the 
forward positions of the Hither Line Two tanks were in 
support, but when within a hundred yards of the positions 
they were both pout out of action by cnemy antitank guns 
Fire was then being directed on the platoon from the front and 
flanks. With inspired initiative, Kaminsky took up 4 position 
foe his Bren gun where fe could counter some of the enemy 
fire and dealt with it with such determined tenacity and skill 
that the crews were able to ect clear of their crippicd tanks 
from a position which otherwise would Rave icant certain 
casualties or death.” . 

Cpl. Kaminsky (writes our Manchesier corre- 
spondent) need not have been in the fighting line 
at present. He could have taken a_ two-year 
engineering course (which would only just have 
been completed) and qualified for a commission m 
the R.E.M_E.., but he said he wanted a gun to kill 
Germans and would never be taken prisoner.

M. Jan Masaryk, Forcign Minister of Czecho- 
slovakia, addressed the gathering at a bal! for 
Jewish officers, men, and women serving in the 
Allied Forces and members of the Jewrsh Battalion:

Lady Strabolgi said they were celebrating that 
night what they regarded as a great victory—the

M. Masarvk said he had mixed with Jews eve: 
since he had been born. So had his father before 
him. He had worked with them, suffered with them. 
and he had disagreed violently with them al times 
Nevertheless, he saw the terrible myustice from 
which the Jews had suffered. He spoke to them 
as a representative of @ country whote Jews wer 
worthy and admurable citizens 

“ 1 welcome the Jewish Brigades from the bottom 
of my heart.” said M. Masaryk, who added tha 
in his opinion the Jewish problem would have | 
be solved when the war was over There must 
be no more discussions about this and that: they 
must come down fo brass tacks once and for al! 
The Jews were children of God and citizens of the 
world and they must be treated accordingly when 
the war was over. “ Otherwise.” he-added, “ we 


will have lost the war.” Jews and Czechoslovak 
whatever their pohtical views, must stick togethe 


A Victory Won 


Lord Strabolgi said that that ball was held to: 
iwo purposes—in celebration of the viciory they 
had won im at iast persuading the Governmerit tc 
begin the creation of a Jewish Army, and to give 
pleasure arid hospitality to soldiers, sailors, and 
airmen of the Allied Nations. They were mecting 
he went on. under the shadow of sombre event: 
They tof the Commuttee for a Jewish Army) believed 
that the culmimating act of the most deplorabk 
murder of Lord -Moyne should not m any way be 
allowed to detract from the splendid services righ! 
throughout this war of a million Jewish fighting men 
—jncluding 26 Jewish generals m the Russian 
Army: 600,000 Jewish soldiers in the Red Army 
and the Jewish soldiers in the American, British, 
Czech, and all the Allied Armies. At last they 
were recognised in this beginning of a separate 
Jewish Army, which was an event of tremendous 
historical mportance 

* Nor,” said Lord Strabolgi, “ should these recent 
most regrettable events be allowed to deflect the 
policy of the British Government, the British Par- 
Lament, and the British people from the major policy 
towards the Jewish National Home in Palestine. You 
cannof indict a ~whole people for the violent acts 
of a couple of fanatics.” 

The American newspapers were saying that if 
there had been no White Paper, there would be no 
Stern gang. If he might give some advice as one 
who had tought for Jewish rights for 25 years in 
Parliament, he would say to world Jewry: “ De 
not desist for one moment from the great strugglic 
against Nazism at is the enemy.” And to his 
British fellow-citizens—Jew and Gentile alike—-he 
said: “ Let us.act with courage in doing justice 
to the Jewish aspirations for a Jewish Common- 
wealth.” 

He hoped that that Jewish Commonwealth would 
become a Dominion of the British Empire. Hitler's 
pian to destroy Jewry had failed and, on the con- 
trary, the destruction of Nazism was being accom- 
plished fm part, at any rate, by Jewish warriors 


Significance of Recognition 


Captain J. Helpern said they were there to ccle- 
brate a small achievement, but of greai significance. 
the recognition of Jews as a fighting ally. Of 
course, they were not completely satisfied with this 
first step, which was only a part of the larger issuc 
for which the Committee for a Jewish Army had 
been working. They were continuing to press for 
an additional three Brigade Groups and a. Women's 
Formation, which would be formed of Jews not 
yet serving and not lable to compulsory service. 

The creation of the first Jewish Brigade Group 
came as the resuit of mcessant concentrated work 
on this one single issue alone, by the Committee 
for a Jewish Army in this country and in the United 
States, where it had the support of hundreds of 
members of the American Senate and Congress, and 
of members of the. Roosevelt Administration. with 
the three million members of almost al] the 
American Trade Unions. They had also had in 
America the support of practically all the repre- 
sentatives of the Allied Governments, especially of 
the Free French and of Czechoslovakia. 

The main credit in this couatry belongd to Lord 
Strabolgi, the President of their Committee, and to 
the 53 Members of Parliament who had supported 
the motion introduced by Mr. John Mack, M.P., 
their Vice-Chairman 

Mrs. M. Haron (Vice-Chairman of the Women's 
Committee) thanked Lady Strabolgi on behalf of 
the Committee. 

In the course of a letter from Mrs. Orde Wingate, 
regretting her absence, received by Lady Strabolgi, 
Mrs. Wingate wrote: 

“No nation in the world has a nobler record of courage 
than the Jews, and to-day no nation in the world is steiving 
so mightily against so much.

the main, to the uncertainty of the political situa- 
tion there. Everyone there suffered from it. What 
was needed for Palestine was a definite policy, and 
until the policy of a Dominion had been proposed. 
there was no policy advanced which could find 
favour with all sections of the community. An 
independent Jewish State did not find favour even 
with the Jews of Palestine, and an independent Arab 
State would certainly not find favour even with the 
Arabs of Palestine. Each was afraid of an entirely 
independent Government, and certainly partition 
would not find favour with either peoples. He 
assured them from his own experience and know- 
ledge of the situation that the people of Palestine 
would welcome the Dominion solution. 

The Jews, said Mr. Seligman, wanted a home [to 
which suffering Jews by the million could go not 
only for their own sake but for that of the other 
Jews who would remain in other countries, and 
there could be no question of dual loyalties then. 

There was a great deal going on in Palestine of 
which they were not aware. It was high time that 
something was done, and he prayed that the tragedy 
of Lord Moyne would be the means of doing some- 
thing. The only thing which he could think of was 
not a repetition of Royal Commissions, which had 
been inclined only to whitewash officials, but a 
real inquiry by a high English Judicial Officer—an 
independent Judge of the English courts, with no 
political affiliations. 


The Arabs Would Welcome It 


“ T tell you as a fact,” said Mr. Seligman, * that 
the Arabs would welcome the conversion of this 
mandated territory into British territory plus the 
safeguards implied by the Balfour Declaration.’ 


Sir Herbert Williams, M.P., said he thought there 


was something very attractive about this conception 
of Palestine becoming one of the British Dominions 
and it had great possibilities. But he asked them 
to remember the problem of any British Govern- 
ment.

Maurice 
Kaminsky, Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, of 
Salford, Lancs.. comes the news of his death in 
action fas recorded in the Roll of Honour). A 
copy of the citation accompanying his meda/ has 
now also been received, as follows: 

“On May 19, 1944. this soldier was acting as Bren-gunner 
of bis section. His platoon was icading in an attack on the 
forward positions of the Hitler Line Two tanks were in 
support, but when within a hundred yards of the positions 
they were both put out of action by cnemy antitank guns 
Fire was then being directed on the platoon from the front and 
flanks. With inspired initiative, Kaminsky took up a position 
foc hie Bren gun where he could counter some of the ecnumy 
fire and deah with it with such determined tenacity and skill 
that the crews were able to ect clear of thei crippled tanks 
from a position which otherwise would have micant certain 
casualties. oc death.””

If he might give some advice as one 
who had tought for Jewish rights for 25 years in 
Parliament, he would say to world Jewry: “ Do 
not desist for one moment from the great struggic 
against Nazism, Thai is the enemy.””. And to his 
British fellow-citizens—-Jew and Gentile alike—he 
saud: “ Let us act with courage in doing justice 
to the Jewish aspirations for a Jewish Common- 
wealth.” 

He hoped that that Jewish Commonwealth would 
become a Dominion of the British Empire. Hitler's 
pian to destroy Jewry had failed and, on the con- 
trary, the destruction of Nazism was being accom 
plished in part, at any rate, by Jewish warriors 


Significance of Recognition 


Captain J. Helpern said they were there to cele- 
brate a small achievement, but of great significance. 
the recognition of Jews as a fighting ally. Of 
course, they were not completely satisfied with this 
first step, which was only a part of the larger issue 
for which the Committee for a Jewish Army had 
been working. They were continuing to press for 
an additional three Brigade Groups and a. Women’s 
Formation, which would be formed of Jews not 
yet serving and not hable to compulsory servicc. 

The creation of the first Jewish Brigade Group 
came as the resuit of incessant concentrated work 
on this one single issue alone, by the Commitice 
for a Jewish Army im this country and in the United 
States, where it had the support of hundreds of 
members of the American Senate and Congress, and 
of members of the Roosevelt Administration, with 
the three million members of almost al] the 
American Trade Unions. They had also had in 
America the support of practically all the repre- 
sentatives of the Allied Governments, especially of 
the Free French and of Czechoslovakia. 

The main credit in this country belongd to Lord 
Strabolgi, the President of their Committee, and to 
the 53 Members of Parliament who had supported 
the motion introduced by Mr. John Mack, M.P., 
their Vice-Chairman. —

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JEWISH SCHOOLS 

By AUNTIE 
recently, a meeting of Jewish munisters 
was held for a discussion on the advisability 
of creating a iarge Jewish Secondary School 
m Lendon, as part of the plans of Jewish -educa- 
tional reconstruction 

Moral and religious traming from childhood was 
always: sersously regarded by the Jews and was 
in Bible times undertaken by the parents. It seems 
thal schools were known in Israc! in the reiens of 
King Solomon and King Hezekiah and the teachers 
were named “the wise.” King Hezekiah himself 
supplied the oil needed for lighting purposes. 
Throughout his reign, be largely devoted himsclif 
to the task of establishing schools to undo the mis- 
chiet of his father, who had been an idol-worshipper. 
Under Hezekiah, a new generation grew up so well 
trained that one could search the land and find 
inorant people. 

The first time in Jewish history when there was 
an organised body of teachers was in the days of 
Ezra. after the end of the Babylonian Exile, and 
schools were established aot only in Jcrusalefn but 
aiso m the country towns. The Torah had become 
neglected and and Ezra restored and 
re-established it in the minds of his people. lt was 
mainly due to him that the Torah was divided up 
into weekly portions to be pead Sabbath after Sab- 
bath in the Synagogue and he it was also who 
originated the idea of rewriting the Torah in 
“ Assyrian ” characters, with which the people 
were then more familiar than with Hebrew. To 
further his purpose he ordered additional schools 
for children to be established everywhere. 

Public schools for young boys were instituted b 
Joshua ben Gamia in the Ist century c.e£. and eac 
teacher was in charge of 25 boys. [nm the 12th 
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SEAL OF THE INSTITUTE OF HYGIENE 


century, Joseph ibn Aknin drew up a syllabus of 
subjects for schools in the following order: reading 
writing. Torah, Mishna, Hebrew grammar, poetry, 
Talmud, philosophy of religion, togic, arithmetic 
and geometry, optics, astronomy, music, mechanics, 
medicine, and lastiv metaphysics. It doesn't sound 
as if the boys would get much time to spend in 
idjeness. does it? The schools tried to give a 
Jewish education side by side with the ordinary 
school subjects and many schools became famous 
and were visited by men of other rcligions who 
found in them much to praise and to copy. 
Spinoza, the great Dutch philosopher of the 17th 
century. was educated at a Jewish school in 
Amsterdam, which institution was admired by 
Shabbeiai Shefte!l Hurwitz, who held it up as a 
ve et to the schools of Germany, Austria, and 
gland. According to Hurwitz, it was divided into 
six classes. Hebrew reading was taught first, then 
came the Torah, followed by Bible translation with 
Rashi’s commentary; afterwards the boy learned to 
understand the prophets and Hebrew grammar, and 
thus he graduated to-the school proper, Six hours’ 
instruction were given daily. 
well-known Jewish Free School was founded 


.in Berlin in 1778 and taught languages (French and 


German) besides business routine. 

In London there have been good Jewish high 
schools; notably Jews’ College School for Boys, 
which at one time had 100 pupils on the register. 
There was also the Jewish High School for Girls. 
founded by the Réform Community but conducted 
on Orthodox lines. Hebrew was part of the curri- 
culum and Jewish practice and ceremonial were 
shown and explained.

ALLEGED FASCIST SALUTE 


Summons Against Doctor Dismissed 


At Highgate Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday 
of last week, Dr. W. H. Davis, of Regent's Park 
Road, Finchley, was summoncd by Mr. John 
Edward Cohen, of Chessington Avenuc, Finchiley, 
for usmng insulting behaviour. 

P.C. Archer said that he was in a police car in 
the Regent's Park Road. when Mr Cohen called 
him to No. 164. Mr. Cohen complained that he 
and his two driends had been walking along when 
Dr. Davis gave the Fascist salute. Dr. Davis denied 
this and said, “I may have raised my hand to 
scratch my head.” 

Mr. Cohen, giving evidence, said he was with 
two friends after attending a meeting when the 
defendant marched past. them wih hand out- 
stretched in the Nazi salute. “ 1 was flabbergasied,”’ 
said witness, who continued to say that he followed 
the doctor to his home and knocked at the door 
and told him he would have to report the case, as 
he felt very humihated. 

In the last war, said Mr. Cohen, he served for 
three years in the R.F.C. “ If I had got up to him 
in time I would have hit him, I would have had to.” 
he said. 

John Crayman, of Finchley Road, Golders Green, 
saié the doctor walked by with his arm outstretched 
in the Fascist salute. Witness was also in the last 
war and had a son in this. . | 

Hyman A. Crayman, Kingsgate Avenue, Finchicy, 
said he was among the group of people when the 
doctor came straight at them, raising his right arm. 

At this stage in the proceedings the Chairman 
iMr. W. G. Barrenger) said, “ A majority of the 
Bench are of the opinion there is no case to answer. 
There is no likelihood of a breach of the peace 
being committed. One of our reasons is the 
defendant's age.”

CAIRO AGAIN 


A rather, piquant and disturbing wmwation, | hear, 
is now developing in the journalistic field in Pales- 
tine, where to all intents and purposes the British 
authorities are becoming the open rivals of the 
English-language newspaper in Jerusalem, the 
Pacestine Post, which is owned and run by Jews 
among its executives being several American and 
Brirsh Jews. The “ rival ” newspaper is called the 
Mup-East Mai, and it is published by the British 
authorities in Cairo, presumably from the presses of 
the Eoverian Matt. Ostensibly it is intended for 
sale to British troops only and not to the general 
public, but every morning bright and carly it is 
flown to Palestine and is distributed throughout the 
country by a civilian distribvior.

1 think it ts no 
secret in the Middle East that certain infivential 
British circles in Cairo have for long been anxious 
to do just this, and it tm said, too, that they have 
for years tried to find a method of preventing British 
troops from, buying the PaLesrine Post lest they 
become “ contaminated ” with: Zionist sympathies 
And what is the position, in a commercial propos! 
ton, with regard to paper control? As far as | 
understand it, newspapers in Palestine labour under 
quota restrictions similar to ours in Britain. But 
the new officially sponsored venture, | am told, 
begins with 25,000 copies a day—and, to add insult 
to myury, further said, part of the Palestine 
Post's own paper allotment. hitherto used for 
soldier readers, has actually been deducted by 
the authorities for the Mip-Easr Mar!

BLUE BOX IN FRANCE 


Mr. David Goldstein, who fortunately was able 
to escape from France shortly before D-Day 
spoke at the J.N.F. conference on Sunday of his 
experiences in the Jewish underground movement 
in France and told of how he visited a piace m 
Southern France, a village on a rocky and desolate 
mountainside, where Jews were hidden under false 
names and with false identification papers. It was 
in 1943, he said, and when he talked to those Jews 
they showed him a Blue Box of the Jewish National 
Fund—they still kept alive the tradition of col- 
lecting to help to build up Palestine, in spite of their 
terrible plight, and even after three years of German 
occupation and persecution.

Cdr. M. H. DAVIS SENTENCED 
Six Months’ Imprisonment 


Councillor Morris Harold Davis, L.C.C.. of %. 
Rostrevor Avenue, Stamford Hill, N.15, was sen- 
eenced to six months’ mprisonment at the Old 
Bailey on Friday last. 

He had pleaded guilty that.on Aucust 16 of this 
vear, in giving information for the purposes of the 
National Registration Ac, 1939, he knowinely 
made a statement which was false in materia! par- 
tculars, that he incited Mr ay E. Sealey, a 
National Registration Officer, to forge an 1 identity 
card in the name of Harold econ on August 16 of 
‘his year: and that on the same date he Gid as a 
British subject within the United Kingdom use 
a name other than that by which he was ordinarily 
known immediately before the das e of the coming 
nto. force of that Regulation. 

Davis pleaded not guilty to corruptly offering 
War Reservé P.C. Clack £2 as an inducement for 
showing favour, and his plea was accepted by the 
prosecution.

Comments 

The Judge. Sir .Gerald Dodson, said he had 
listened with great atfention to what had been 
posestea) and pemuasively said on the defendant's 

chalf, and he could dispose of the matters. which 
were covered by.coOunts one and three by realising 
that he might in the first instance have lost his head, 
. because it was quite understandable that a man 
with a public record bke his, finding himself in that 
predicament, might easily be foolish enough to do 
what he did. But the difficulty in. this case arose 
by reason of the fact that he pleaded guilty to 
inciting somebody else to commit an offence. and 
that offence was imcitement to forge an identity 
card. Defendant had deliberatcly endeavoured to 
induce Mr. Sealey to make out an identity card 
for him'in a name which was not his own. 

“ if Mr. Sealey had succumbed to that tempta- 
tion,” the Judge told Davis, you might have 
ruined him. Fortunately for him, he had enough 
moral backbone to withstand it.” But it must have 
’ been very difficult, because defendant was then a 
very prominent man in the borough and Mr. Sealey 
an ordimary servant, 

** Nobody with the smallest sense of justice,” said 
his Lordship; “ could for one moment say that you 
could be treated differently from anyone else. Indeed 
the offence was — aggravated by the fact that 
defendant was man - intelligence and experi- 
ence.” If wefe a poor, unknown indivi- 
dual none of the persuasive things which had been 
so well said by Mr. Roberts could have been said 

t all. In my view that really only makes it worse.” 

He had to deal with him as he would with the 
most humble and obscure subject of the realm. 
He did. take into account defendant's public service 
and his former good character and it operated very 
strongly in his favour, and he also took into account 
the fact that he was already punished by his loss 
of prestige and of character 

The Judge then sentenced Davis to six months’ 
mprisonment.

Thus, quite apart from. the war and its disintegra- 
ting influence on family life, the modern child is 
actually encouraged in Anes of conduct that would 
have his grandparents aimost into prema- 
ture grave He is permitted to Cyt In on any con- 
versation his ¢ are having, and encouraged to 
express his views on subjects of which he has netther 
the knowledge nor the experience to make his 
contribution useful. -He is never expected to 
the least consideration for those older than himself, 
nor to moonvenicnce himscli their behalf 

Now all this may well be a healthier state of affairs, 
than that in which children grew up in fear and 
trembling of theu and in which they were 
often ce ed to ate feclings of affection and 
approval for that they secretly detested and 
despised But from the point of view of the elder 
it ts decidedly iess comfortable and convenient 

Iso. it is by no means proven that the exercise of 
such checks on the behaviour of the young as were 
at one time universally accepted were not after all 
good disciplinary experience for those who had 
sooner or later to submit to the necessary inhibi- 
tions of civilised hie. . 

Should .the wise parent attempt to stem the: tide? 
Should he. in the face of so great a weight of con- 
trary opinion, endeavour to bring up his child with 
some of the restraints and restrictions of former 
times? The question must already have perplexed 
many a:modern parent, bug its - answer is not 
possible in . ry cuf-and-dried form. It is likely that 
a great deal of what passes to-day for ™ cheeki- 
ness” on the part of children towards their elders 
is really just fashion. Like catch phrases and smart 
slang, it becomes@ vogue and often means no more 
than superficial unpleasantness 

Too much attention to externals may damage the 
real without effecting any marked improvement in 
the superficial attitude of the child towards its 
parents. If parents seck earnestiy to teach their 
children by precept and example the eternal truths 
of conduct to which the Jewish people are heirs, 
the children will come safely through the present 
phase of cheekiness and retain in all its spiritual 
and moral strength the influence that the family has 
always exerted on Jewish life.

Community’s Successful Social Work 


Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., addressed the North 
London Group of the League of Women 
on Sunday at 79, Cazenove Road, N., on juvenile 
delinquency. Mrs. Helen S. Super 

The Children’s Act of 1921, Miss Moses recalled, 
had provided special children’s courts—for correc- 
tion rather than punishment. Since 1936 no child 
under seven was ever brought before a court unless 
found in need of care and protection. They very 
rarely got a child before the court who was a mem- 
ber of a youth organisation or club. 

At a child's first appearance he or she was usually 
put on probation; the second time the parents 
were sometimes fined! the third time, the child was 
sent to a Home Office school. 

Of the different cases who came before the courts, 
said Miss Moses, one of the most difficult was that 
of girls walking the streets—the number of whom 
was very much on the increase, The percentage of 
Jewish girls amongst them was so small as to be 
negligible. And this was attributed the speaker 
to Jewish social services. The Jewish community 
had been alive to all sorts of social evils and had 
organised means of dealing with them before they 
reached the stage where they were brought before 
the courts.

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AMIENS SYNAGOGUE 
RECONSECRATED 


Rabbi Brodie’s Visit 


A service of reconsecration was held recently at 
tbe ogue in Amiens. It was cond 
Ra I. Brodie, Senior Jewish Chaplain, and the 
Rev. A. Myerson, C.F ., in the presence of a few 
surviving civilians of the community, some Jewish 
roembers cf the Maquis, the Senior Church of 
England Chaplain of the area, and many Service 
personnel. 

During the Nazi occupation, the Jews of Amiens 
suflered the weual barbarities at the hands of the 
invader——deportation, confiscation, and theft. There 
had been shout 35 familics, but now there are 
remnants of about five families 

Synagogue was despoiled of its furniture and 
religious appurtenances, but mappily. some of the 
Scrotis of the Law escaped the defiling hands. Until 


Rosh Hashana of this year the Synagogue building. 


was weed by the Nazis for their own foul purposes. 
When our armies liberated Amiens, it was in posses- 
sion of a Frenchman who used it as a warehouse. 
Thasks, however, to the efforts of a Senior ha 
lain of the Church of Eagiand. the Rev. ft 
Royle, the Synagogue was again made bent Bem for 
relimous purposes 

Advantage was taken of the recent Visit of the 
Senior Jewish Chaplain to hold the reconsecration 
service.
